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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's amendment, filed March 26 th , 2009, has overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph. The rejection of claim 7 has been withdrawn. 

Application 10/596,388 was abandoned on March 12 th , 2009, rendering the double patenting 
rejection moot. Therefore, this rejection has been withdrawn. 

The amendment, filed March 26 th , 2009, has overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Martino et al. (US Pubs 2002/0149773). This rejection has been withdrawn. 
Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1, 3-9, 13-15, 17, and 20-21 are allowed over the prior art of record for the reasons set 
forth above, and for the reasons set forth below. 

Claim 10 is allowed over the prior art of record for the reasons set forth in the previous Office 
Action (paper number 2008 1009-A). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render 
obvious a reflectance sensor wherein an analysis cell is pressed against the measuring window to form a 
gap having a pressure drop between the measuring window and the analysis cell, and wherein the gap is 
traversed by a sample to be measured in the form of a liquid pigment preparation, the sample being 
sheared by the pressure drop as is traverses the gap, in combination with the rest of the limitations of 
claim 1. 

As to claim 15, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render 
obvious a method of measuring a reflectance of a liquid pigment preparation with a reflectance sensor 
comprising introducing a pressure drop into a gap, and shearing the sample stream in the gap with the 
pressure drop, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 15. 
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As to claim 20, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render 
obvious a reflectance sensor for measuring a sample wherein an analysis cell is located against the 
measuring window and forming a gap therebetween, that includes a pressure drop between the measuring 
window and the analysis cell, and the gap is traversed by a sample in the form of a liquid pigment 
preparation, the sample being sheared by the pressure drop as is traverses the gap, in combination with the 
rest of the limitations of claim 20. 

As to claim 2 1 , the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render 
obvious a method of measuring a reflectance of a liquid pigment preparation with a reflectance sensor 
comprising introducing a pressure drop into a gap, and shearing the sample stream in the gap with the 
pressure drop, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 21.
